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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Hakamata does not 
control the liquid crystal shutter based on the light power level. The abstract of Hakamata states that a photodetector senses when the 
light passes through an open shutter. The shutter opens when the controller knows that the light is going to pass through the shutter. 
Therefore, the state of the shutter (either open or closed) is based on the light power level. When the light power level is equal to the 
source then the shutter is opened by the controller, when the light power level is less than the source the controller keeps the shutter 
closed. The claim limitations do not require detection occur prior to opening or closing the shutters and therefore the prior art meets the 
claimed limitations. 
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
